It takes real bravery to criticize motherhood, and 
until recently, it took the same kind of courage to criticize 
trading stamps, which long have been regarded in the 
same category. 

Recently, however, the trading stamp industry hau been 
under considerable fire. 

A group of Congressmen, headed by Representative Berry at the home of her 
Lester Wolff of New York, recently held hearings on stamp - - - 

company marketing practices, in which the companies de¬ 
clined to paidicipate, claiming Wolff is biased against the 
industry. 

'The Federal Trade Commission also is investigating 
the industry, and has accu.sed one of the larger companies 
of exerting pressure against store owners who give away 
more stamps per purchase than called for under its agree¬ 
ments. 

Next year, a subcommittee of the House Agriculture 
Committee has scheduled a study of the impact of trading 
stamps on prices consumers pay for food. 

Trading stamps have become big bunsiness. Sales of 
stamps this year, according to the Trading Stamp Institute 
of America, are expected to total about 950 million dollars. 

Holders of the stamps arc expected to redeem them for 
about 800 million dollars’ worth of merchandise. 

Although sales of stamps have been increasing each 
year, the rate of growth has bepn declining of late, and 
some major retaiiers, including large supermarket chains, 
have been discontinuing their use. 

A major concern of those investigating the industry is 
to make sure that consumers holding unredeemed stamps 
salvage something if a stamp company goes out of busi¬ 
ness. The effect of unredeempd stamps on tax collections 
also is of concern. In the past 15 years, it is pointed out, 
stamp companies have put aside about $1 billion of tax- 
free money against 385 billion trading stamps which have 
never been redeemed. 

According to Congressman Wolff: “I didn’t get invoiced 
in this problem because I want to outlaw trading stamps. 

They arc a promotional device that is well-established and 
accepted by the American consumer. I merely want to make 
sure that the consumer who saves stamps is not misied 
into believing that the ‘frece gifts’ she gets as redemptions

The world's largest Canyon Live Oak tree, in the 
Angeles National Forest, or better known to foresters as 
a record “Quercus chrysolepis" ... is dead! Badly burned, 
the record Canyon Live Oak did not survive a disastrous 
forest fire in the Angeles Forest on September 10, 1964, 
near Bouquet Canyoh, 15 miles northeast of Newhall. The 
Bouquet Canyon fire of incendiary origin burned 3,000 
acres, devastating valuable watershed and recreation lands 
of the forest. The tree was 36’ 3” in diameter, 70’ high and 
j had a branch spread of 130’. 

Angeles National Forest Supervisor William T. Dresser 
said, . hardly had the fire been contained and while 
smoldering embers remained, U.S. Forest Service Rangers 
and L. A. County Firemen used helicopters and fire hoses 
to douse the last burning branches in the old large tree!” 

Lat|er, F'orest Rangers strung almost a mile of fire hose 
down from Sierra Pelona Ridge and supplied water to the 
tree, fiiiing hand-constructed basins. Botanical experts from 
the Forest Service and the Los Angelos County Arboretum 
examined the tree to search for signs of life. During the 
past year. Rangers have checked periodically for signs that 
the tree might resprout, but no recovery has been ap¬ 
parent. This week, U.S. District Forest Ranger Jack Horton, 

Newhall, declared the record Canyon Live Oak tree dead. 

Supervisor Dresser said notification is being made to 
the American Forestry Association in Washington, D.C. to 
remove the tree from their Nation-wide Record Tree List. 

The Association is the group that lists record trees of dif¬ 
ferent species in the country. The American Forestry As¬ 
sociation is the oldest National Forest conservation organi¬ 
zation in America, created in 1875. 

Forest Rangers said that even though the “Big Oak 
Tree” is dead, “. . . . the remains will stand for many 
years as a reminder that some thoughtless person destroyed 
many acres of the people’s National Forest by fire!”
